WHITE'S POSITION. 
A Vigorous Letter Explaining His Views 
and Refuting Charges. 

San Francisco, Jan. 1.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]| Hon. Stephen M. 
White has written an eight-column 
letter to the Morning Call explaining 
his position on the Senatorial question, 
and refuting charges that have been 
made against him. 

In answer <o the charge that he isa 
railroad attorney, Mr. White says: 


I am not an attorney of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company or any other railroad cor- 


, poration. Qn the contrary, the only rail. | 


road litigation now pending wherein I am 
interested are suits in which I represent 
parttes -adverse to the corporation. 
The.e suits were instituted in 1888, 
and I filed an answer in i889. 
The assertion that-I am aé ~,ail- 
road attorney probably arose from the 
factthat during a small portion of the 
period covered by the existence of the firm 
of Bicknell & White that copartnership 
transacted some legal business for the 
Southern Pacific Company. We dissolved 
more than four years ago, and my 
partner took that businéss with him 
at my request. With the exception of 
a few suits, which were -attended to 
before the dissolution of the firm, I never 
have had any transaction either with the 
Southern Pacitic Company or with any of 
its stockholders or collateral corporations, 
nor have any business or other connec- 
tion with these institutions. 

Speaking of the charge that he Op- 
posed that part of the resolutions at the 
Fresno convention favoring the aboli- 
tion of.the railroad commission, Mr.. 
White says: 

I did so, thinking I was acting for the 
best interests of the people. 

Mr. White argues at length in de- 
fense of his action that. it is impossible 
for any legisature in the limited session 
of sixty days’to attend to the regula- 
sion of railroad matters, 
people will, they can eldct capable rail- 
road commissioners to look after their 
interests. Mr. White says: 

Iam willing to record myself as declar. | 
ing that if it be true that we cannot regu-| 
late these corporations by means of a com- 
mission, there is but one way to deal with 
them, and that is we must run them our- 
selves. Ido not mean that we shall confis- 
cate their property,if we cannot settle 
the matter through the present channels, 
but we must provide for transportation 
which will not absorb the profits of agri. 
culture and the results of the effort of toil. 

Mr. White refers to his. record during 
the campaign, and his career in the 
State in raliroad 
and says: 

As far as affairs are 
if Il am chosen, I will endeavor to see that 
the railroad maintains its contract with 
the Government. 

’ Referring to the statement published 
that if elected United States Senator he 
would favor the southern part of Cali- 
fornia to the detriment of other sec- 
tions, Mr. White says: 

I believe that an officer. chosen by—the 
whole State is in duty bound to be fair and. 
impartial in conferring such favors_as he 
may have to give, andinthe discharge of 
his pbligations. My aim will beto attend 
to the interests of the Commonweaith from 
San Diego to Dei Norte. ad

A 
feature of the evening’s entertainment 
was the...pruduction of a short play 
written by McCoy, and performed by 
amateurs. 


Nihilists by one of their number. The 
Nihilists discover the traitor,-and_con- 
demn her to death. They decide by 
lot who shall perform the execution, 
aud the number falls to the character 
portrayed by McCoy. Miss King 
played the partof the traitor. She is 
given, in the play, her choice of being 
killed or stabbing herself, and chooses 
the latter alternative. McCoy handed 
her a stout dagger, which had been in 
his family for many years. In the 
play the girl instead of killing herself 
Was to stab her executicner, and as she 
received the knife Miss Kimg leaned 
forward to touch McCoy on the breast 
with the knife. At the same instant 
McCoy started toward the. girl, when 
she stumbled, and falling forward with 
the dagger in herhand, drove it through 
McCoy’s heart. | 

McCoy showed wonderful vitality and 
presence of mine. He walked into the 
next room and asked for a doctor, and 
then fell dead. 

The girl knew that there had been an 
accident of some kind, but did not 
know that McCoy was killed. She was 
taken home, and afterward, on the ad- 
vice of friends, gave herself up to the 
police. She was taken to the cit 
prison at 6 o’clock in the morning, an 
when she entered the prison she 
fainted, and has since remained uncon- 
scious. This morning McCoy's two 
brothers secured her release by giving 
$10,000 bonds for her appearance. 
The girl was them taken home and is in 
critical condition. 

’ The accident is explained by the fact 
that recently Miss King suffered from a 
sprained ankle. She had been .using 
crutches to walk with, but had laid 
them aside to participate in the .play.

Quite similar conditions exist on tke 
Pacific, but the scene of active: hostili- 
ties does not lie along our coast, but on 
the coast of Chinaand Japan. While 
Asia is crossed by the same family of

It is a matter of congratulation to 
most people in Los Angeles that Mayor 
Hazard did not take a narrow and 
prejudiced view of the Cudahy packing- 
house ordinance, but signed it promptly 
and bade the enterprise.

The nuisance which some people feared 
from the location of an establishment 
of this kind within the city limits we 
believe to be founded on lack of proper 
information. People who are ac- 
quainted with the localities in which 
are situated the great packing-houses 
of Chicago, Kansas City and Omaha, 
say that there is no more offense from 
them in the way of smell than would 
come from a large manufactory of any 
other kind. Where slaughtering and 
curing is carried on so extensively the 
most scrupulous cleanliness is required 
as a matter of business, if for no other 
reason. None of the offal is allowed to 
remain for over a few hours to contam- 
‘inate’ the atmosphere, but it is 
all pitched into an immense vat, 
where it is desiccated into fer- 
tilizers, The slaughtering floors 
are’ sluiced off with water flowing 
almost continually. All of the pro-

shares in question, much as they exceed 
in nomber the remaining 18,000, will 
not give their owners the absolute con- 


mortgage which the Seligmans hold 
against the road shall have been set- 
tled.

An Unfair Attempt to Discredit the 
Great Stamboul’s Record. 


Solly Smith Severely Roasted for His Con- 
duct in His Recent Fight—The Jes- 
sie-Miranda Race—Sporting 
Miscellany, 


Dr. C. W. Aby, manager of Fred Geb- . 
stud in Middletown, 


Lake county, Cal., was in Chicago last 
week and was interviewed by the Chi- 
cago Herald, which says: Geéebhard’s 
two last seasons on the turf were disas- 
trous in a financial way, but instead of 
being discouraged,‘the famous sports- 
man has decided to operate on a larger 
scale than ever before. A dozen of the 
best young things on the ranch will be 
seiected for shipment direct to Chicago 
early in the spring, and the stable will 
race exclusively here during the Wash- 
ington Park meeting. -Gebhard made 
~ gixnominations for the $60,000 Amer- 
ican Derby, and sent three entries for 
the $15,000 Queen Isabella stakes. 
Eligible to the Derby he has Guenoc, by 
Greenback—Wah-ta-Wah; Leonie, by 
Greenback—Una; St. Peter, by St. Sav- 
jour—Gilen Queen; Itawanba, by St. Sav- 
iour—Miss Hooker, and two unng@Med 
colts by Duke of Montrose, their dams 
being Pappoose and Elsino. Leonie and 
Itawamba are also in the Queen Isa- 
bella, in company with Golden Lillie, 
by Greenhback—Her Lillyship. Geb- 
hatd. is especially sweet on the last- 
wamec filly, which, itis said, was highly 
a yearling and showed-such_ 


speed that she was named honor of 
Mrs. Langtry. ‘These seven horses, now 
two-year-olds, were all bred at the 
Guenoc stud, where Greenback and St. 
Saviour are at home. Imported Green- 
back made a reputation in England 
through Greenlight, Greenjacket, 
Greenshank, Greenwave, Greenhorn 
and others of his produce. -He is by 
Dollar, dam Music, by Stockwell, and 
Gébhard's’ Chicago nominations are 
amongythe first of his get in. America. 
_ St. Saviour’s’ recent prowess brought 

Gebhard into prominence on the turf 
by pstconding™ the great deeds of his 

iamous brother, Eole, whose career was 
cimmed by the-memorable trip to En- 
in Langtry'’s wake. 

‘During the past season Gebhard’s 
horses earned only $9582, the cam- 
paign -being memorable only for the 
purchase for $21,500 of Canvass, 
which turned out to beadog. At the 
close of the season the string was sol 
at beggarly prices. In 1891 Gebhard’s 


stable won only two races, one each} 


with Warpath and Flavia, but in 1890 
old Volunteer alone earned $12,000 
for the young New Yorker. Concerning 
the'stable’s plans for next year Dr. Aby 
said: ‘‘We will bring ten or twelve 
horses to the Washington Park meet- | 
ing, and we expect great things. 
Leonie and Itawamba are probably the 
best in the lot of youngsters to be sent 
here. They have shown very good 
form, and i.expect much of both next 
season. Whith one or more of the half- 
dozen will start in the Derby I cannot 
say. Itistoo early yet to have made 
detinite: plans. All of our horses are 
wintering well, and from present ap- 
pearances will be certain to come here 
in the best of condition. The nomina- 
tions to the Derby and the Queen 
Isabela stakes are all that we made fh 
stake events to be run during the Wash- 
ington Park meeting, - ‘We will probably 
make entries to the pipkes that close in 
January.’ 

sTamBout’s REooRD. 

The course followed hy the American 
Trotting Registry Association at- 
tempting to establish that Stamboul’s 
record of 2:07% is not an authentic 
record, is drawing out more adverse 
comment, says the Chicago ‘Herald. 
There is no longer any doubt that Secre- 
tary Steiner’s telegram to Auctioneer 
Kellogg, stating that in all probability 
the records made at Stockton during the 
latter part of October and November 
‘would be thrown out because of alleged 
irregularities, m made a great difference 
in the price Stamboul brought. The 
National Trotting Association has ac- 
cepted the record, having been unable’ 
to find any irregularities. The Amer- 
ican can hardly throw it out in the face 
of this and the opposition of Cali- 
fornia’s reputable horsemen. 

While Secretary Steiner's telegram 
“hada depressing effect on the bidders, 
it has failed to worry ‘Dr. E. H. Harri- 
man, who purchased Stamboul for $41,- 
690. Though his plans for the cham- 
pion stallion’s career are not yet ma- 
tured, it is likely that he ‘will be placed 
in the hands of the expert driver, John 
E. Goldsmith, who will train him to 
beat his record next season. .Gold- 
smith’s faith in Stamboul is shown by 
the fact that he bid $40,000 for him. 
Goldsmith trained hima part of the 
season two years ago. Every Califor- 
nia horseman of. note believes that 
Stamboul’s limit of speed i is by no means 
2:07}. and all unite in saying that 
Goldsmith is the best man to demon- 
strate this. 

If Secretary Steiner’s threat to keep 
Stamboul out of the year book is car- 
ried out the records of. ninety-eight 
trotters who made their fastest miles 
over the Stockton track during October 
and November will have to be waived. 
Electioneer, Guy Wilkes, Nutwood, Palo 
Alto, Dexter Prince and Anteo are sires 
that will suffer in addition to Stamboul.

Ed Spooner and Frank Waller, will 
cross the ocean next year to compete 
in the most celebrated all-day track 
event in the world, that known asthe 
Cuea Cocoa cup race, which hereafter 
will be an annual fixture in London, on 
the Herne Hill track.

Cowardly Attempt to Murder a Cath- 
5 olie Priest at Santa Ana, 


Assaulted and Stabbed by a Mexican— 
Robbery the Motive for the Deed— 
_.No Clew to the Would-be 


Murderer,

SANTA ANA, 

What seems to have been a cowardly at- 
tempt at murder was made about 10:30 
o’clock Saturday night on the person of 
Father Reidhaar, the Catholic priest of this 
city, who presides over the district of 
Santa Ana and San Juan Capistrano. 

According to the priest's story a Mexican 
‘came to his house, which is located near 
the Catholic Church, in the eastern portion 
of this city, about 10 +30 o’clock and rapped 
atthe door. When the door was opened 
the Mexican asked for something to eat, 
but the priest told himit was too late to 
get anything to eat, as the man who was 
staying with him had gone up town. The 
Mexican then asked for 25 cents, and the 
priest readily handed him the amount and 
was about to tell him where to go to get 
something fo eat, when to his great sur- 
prise the Mexican made a lunge at him with 
a marderous-looking Knife, at the same 
time saying: “D——n you, I want your 
money."’ e priest made an effort 
to guard off the blow, and was suc- 
cessful to the extent that the villain’s 
knife went wide of its mark, striking its 
victim in the left leg, just above the knee. 
and inflicting a wound reaching to the 
bone. Realizing that he was being murder- 
ously afsaulted, the old gentleman sprang 
inside’the room and quickly closed the 
door in the face of the villain who had at- 
tacked him, 

The Mexican did not make an attempt to 
get inthe house, and has not since heen 

‘geen. The officers were not notified until 
yesterday of the assault, and the Mexican 
has therefore had ample opportunities to ' 
make his escape. 

Father Riedhaar has only been ia Santa 
Anaashort time,jandis but little known. 
His story is a very strange one, and the offi- 
cers are ata loss toknow what prompted 
the assault. The priest has an ugly cut on 

his leg, whith is evidence of the truthful- 
ness of his story. '

CHINESE MISSION. 


Home of Refuge for Chinese Women 
in Los Angeles. | 


The Good Work Which Has Been Inau- 
gurated and Carried on in This 
City—The Aims and Objects 
of the Institution. 


The fact that there is a home of 


refuge, rescue and instruction for Chir 


nese women and_girls in this city is not 


so generally known and appreciated as 
it should be. : 

Mention was made ad it in the press, 
however, in connection with the recent 
trial of a poor hunted Chinese girl, who 
had been sold and_ resold in this land of 
human liberty and freedom, and who 
dared to escape from her unspeakably 
debasing and cruel, life, and from her 
demon master. | 

This home is under the care af a soci-: 
ety of women, organized for the pur- 
pose of carrying on this work, and it 
had its inception in a union missionary 
meeting, held in the First Methodist 
Church in January last. At that meet- 
ing ten.or more denominations were 
represented,* and a committee of two 
from each denomination was appointed, 
to meet at some future date to Consider 
and plan for permanent organization 
and the general furtherance of the work. 
in February this committee was called 
together in Mrs. Herriott’s parlor, 
where questions of imortance were 
fully discussed, when they adjourned to 
meet in March in the First Congrega- 
tional Church, at which time a perma- 
nent organization was affected, and the 


society wént to work with_a will, andj 


hopes to remain at work till the last 
vestige of slavery is wiped from this 
fair State, if not from the whole land.

Second, the above given reason prac- 
tically debars the slaves in this part of 
the State from attempting to secure 
their freedom because of their well- 
grounded fears to encounter the dan- 
gers incident to the trip. 

Third, a homein this city may not 
only meet the needs of this place, but 
can also supply the wants, in this line, 
of every place in Southern California 
which has within its precincts a China- 
town. 

There are also other. reasons, of | 
greater or less force, for maintaining a 
home in Los Angeles, but those enumer- 
ated are sufficient to brush away all 
doubts concerning it.. 

Let it be thoroughly understood that 
this home isin no way antagonistic or 
in opposition to any other institution of 
the kind; on the contrary, the society 
governing it greatly desire to work in 
harmony and Christian friendliness with 
all others, heartily wishing them God 
speed. However, it would be impossi- 
ble for this home to become auxiliary to 
those in other’ places for the reason 
that they are denominational, while 


this is instituted and conducted bya 
union of all evangelical denominations. . 


Requisites and necessities of the so- 
ciety: 

First—In the superintendent of the 
home,.if the harmlessless of the dove is 
needful, surely the wisdom of the ser- 
pent is doubly so. ‘‘Grit,’’ firmness,” 
fearlessness, keenness of perception, 
etc., and these qualities in a marked 
degree are all embodied in Miss Sellers, 
the present superintendent.
